Judges Give 2-1 Decision 
To Berbrier and Oliver: 
Archer, Patterson Win 3-0

Closed Shop 
Is Considered 
Beneficial 



McGill added another triumph to 
its debating laurels yesterday when 
debaters Archer and Patterson re- 
ceived a 3-0 decision in Toronto, 
while Berbrier and Oliver won by 
a 2-1 count in Montreal, defeating 
Toronto's Osgoode Hall. 

At Montreal the McGill team of 
Boris Berbrier and Michael Oliver, 
debating the affirmative of the re- 
solution: "Resolved that Compul- 
sory uiion membership— the closed 
shop— is for the welfare of the 
community" defeated HIchard Bar- 
ber and Norman Rogers of Osgoode 
Hall, the Law School of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. Judges The Rev. 
Dean Kenneth Evans, Mr. i O. B. 
Rexford _and Mr. D. A. Chisholm 
gave a 2-1 decision to McGill. 
Chairman of the meeting was Mr. 
Lylc Benson. 

FOR EQUAL BENEFITS 

In opening the debate for the 
affirmative, Boris Berbrier first 
welcomed the Toronto team on be- 
half of the McGill Debating So- 
ciety. 

He then went on to say that 
open shop policy was the employ- 
ers attempt to break the power of 
the . union and that closed shop 
policy was essential for equal ben- 
efit, on the part of all employees. 
Without this, he said, the union 
would soon cease to represent the 
opinions and wishes of the work- 
ers. He cited other attempts made 
by the employer to break the 
union, by blacklisting union mem- 
bers and organizers and labour 
spies. 

NOT DEMOCATIC 
Richard Barber, the first speak- 
er on the negative side, stated that 
in his opinion the closed shop pol- 
icy showed the failure of union or- 
ganizers in that they must resort 
to force and that the compulsion 
involved in the closed shop policy 
was undemocratic in that minority 
rights were disregarded. Some 
curtailment of union activity was 
desirable, he stated and for this 
. reason the closed shop was nec- 
essary. . 

'•REAL SECURITY" 
Michael Oliver, second ' speaker 
for the affirmative, stated that the 
closed shop was the only way to- 
ward union security, that the open 
shop led .to suspicion between em- 
ployer and employee and all work- 
ers should have to belong to the 
j union because they must share In 
' the responsibilities and not only 
the rights of democracy. Further- 
more, he charged, employers not 
under closed shop agreement were 
free to carry on discriminating 
practices in employment. "A closed 
shop," he stated, means real secur- 
ity — to build and expand." 
NO FREEDOM 
In costing the debate for the nega- 
tive, Norman Rogers reiterated that 
the power of the unions would only 
increase through a closed shop pol- 
icy. He said that the worker has no 
choice In a closed shop and that 
he cannot object to union policy. 
This therefore constitutes a breach 
of essential freedom. ■ 

yesterday morning In Toronto 
the McGill debating team of Wil- 
liam Archer and Jim Patterson was 
awarded an unanimous decision by 
the three judges in their conten- 
tion that the closed shop is not of 
advantage to the .community as a 
whoie. \ 

AJex Richmond and Sid Paikln, 
debating for Osgoode Hall, were 
the speakers for the affirmative, 
bringing forth the general argu- 
ment that without a closed chop 
the whole labor movement would 
be nullified and that all gains so 
far would be wasted. The McGill 
men maintained that any group that 
perpetuates itself must of necessity 
be bad for the community, and 
that a closed shop is such a group.

Post Office 



On Monday next, Nov. 25, the 
j Dawson College Post Office will 
open for business at its new loca- 
tion next to the tailor shop, in 
quarters formerly occupied by the 
Dawson office" of the McGill Dally. 

The change from its present loca- 
tion in the main corridor of the 
Administraton Building was made 
necessary by the Inadequacies of 
space and facilities there for cop- 
ing with the requirements of the 
^greatly ' augmented enrolment at 
Dawson this year.

Two of these will 
be for Ihe distribution of general 
mall, including letters, newspapers, 
etc., while the third will be re- 
served for parcels, registered let- 
ters and will also be the only one 
selling stamps. 

The hours, for the new office will 
be from immediately after the, in- 
coming ma U has been sorted until 
four p.m. from Monday to Friday, 
and Saturday morning until 12.20. 
The third wicket will also be 
closed from 12.30 to 1.30 every day. 
For the convenience of the students 
a .list of incoming parcels will be 
posted In the .office. 



The young American contralto, 
Carol Brice, will make her Mont- 
real debut in the Royal Victoria 
College at 8.30 tonight. 

After the concert, students will 
have an opportunity to meet the 
artist at a reception to be held 
in the R.V.C. Common Room, at 
which Dr. Muriel V. Roscoe will 
officiate as hostess. 

This concert, first of a series of 
four, is sponsored by the McGill 
Student Subscription Concerts, of 
which His Excellency Field Mar- 
shal Viscount Alexander, Governor- 
General of Canada, and Lady Alex- 
ander are Honorary Patrons. Tickets 
will be on sale today in Walter's 
office in the Arts Building, and at 
the door tonight. 

Miss Brice is the first of her race 
to win the Naumbcrg Foundation 
Award, which entitled her to. a 
debut in New York's Town Hall. 
She sang with the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra last year, con- 
ducted by Serge Kousscvitsky, and 
has been chosen to appear in this 
year's Berkshire Music Festival at 
Tanglewood, Massachusetts. 

Borri 27 years ago, Miss Brice is 
the daughter of a Congregational 
minister, and a schoolteacher. She 
grew up in. Sedalla, N.C.. and 
graduated from Talladega College. 
Alabama, with a degree in music. 
Her brother, Jonathan, is now her 
accompanist. 

Virgil Thomson, music critic of 
the New York Herald Tribune, 
wrote of Miss Brice's performance 
In "an early English opera, "The 
Chaplct": "Her scale is of an equal- 
ity from bottom to top, unequalled 
by that of any woman singer I have 
heard on the operatic stage this 
season." In 1940 she was chosen to 
sing at the third inauguration of 
President Roosevelt, and again for 
Mrs. Roosevelt at the White House. 

In addition to her major engage- 
ments with the Boston Symphony, 
Pittsburgh Symphony, Kansas City 
Symphony and New York Philhar- 
monic Symphony, the singer was 
the slar of her own radio show 
which was broadcast- over a major 
network, "Carol Brice, Contralto."

A Disgraceful Affair 

The unpleasant publicity which has been Mc- 
Gill's as a result of the recent visit of the Dal- 
housic tennis team should be regarded in a ser- 
ious light only insofar as it illustrates the un- 
healthy athletics setup on this campus.' The 
biased and unreasonable accusations hurled at 
this university by the Dalhousic tennis manager 
arc undoubtedly exaggerations and misrepresen- 
tations of fact, untcmpered by calm logic, and 
should be considered as such. That the treatment 
of the visitors was not all that it should have 
been, is unquestionable, but the manner in which 
the- match was arranged is the basic wrong in 
the whole matter. 

When Dalhousio first proposed the tourna- 
ment, the members of the McGill tennis squad 
refused the challenge because they had discon- 
tinued activities for the year, and felt that the 
contest would serve no useful purpose. At no 
time did this university lay claim to a Domin- 
ion tennis title, simply becauso no such title 
exists. McGill had won the Canadian Intercol- 
legiate Athletics Union tournament, had defeated 
the University of Saskatchewan in an exhibition 
match, and that was all.

The Dalhousic Gazette, under- 
graduate newspaper, claimed that the college had 
"Colonel J. L. Ralston working on the McGill 
Board of Governors". Be that as it may, they 
were successful in their efforts, and the Athletics

POLITICAL COMMENT 



After so many and so varied 
comments on the subject of 
Compus Politics, let's take a look 
into the broader field of Canadian 
Politics. 

The byclectlon In Richelieu-Ver- 
cheres, occasioned by the death of 
the Hon. P. J. Cardin, is attracting 
the attention of our political pun- 
dits and commentators in much 
the same way as the byelectlons in 
Pontiac, Parkdale and Portage-la- 
Prairie attracted the comments of 
practically every literate citizen in 
the whole of Canada. 

With this byelectlon in mind, it 
becomes very interesting to study 
the trend in Canadian politics to- 
day in the light of past events. A 
composite picture might be given 
in looking back to the early years 
of the 20th Century, when the Lib- 
erals had been in power for a num- 
ber of years. But already there 
had been in Quebec many instances 
symptomatic of a decided reaction 
against Laurier, the idolized Lau- 
rier, ai!d many of his policies. 
Young, fiery Bourassa made fine 
political ammunitions of the fact 
that the Liberals had been in 
power too long, that Laurier was 
no more the defender of Quebec 
provincial rights in Ottawa, that 
Laurier was kow-towing too often 
to Imperialist blocs in the rest of 
Canada, and this to the detriment 
of French-Canadian ideals and as- 
pirations. It would seem that the 
Liberals, always assured of French- 
Canadian support, were now try- 
ing to win equal favor with other- 
elements In the country. The re* 
action was exemplified by the 
formation of the Nationalist Lea- 
gue, composed of young National- 
ists, dissatisfied Liberals and frus- 
trated Conservatives. 



In' the general elections which 
followed, in 1911, no stranger bed- 
mates could be found than the 
Francophobie ' Conservatives and 
the Anglophobic Nationalists each 
having different motives In enter- 
ing Into an entente, both on com 
mon ground in their unified at- 
tempt to defeat the Laurier re- 
gime. 

From a strictly French-Canadian 
point of view, this sordid union 
waa expected to pay big dividends 
The Nationalists would let the 
Conservatives form a ministry, but 
holding the balance of power In 
the House of Commons, they would 
be In a position if not to call the 
signals, at least to call the play 
Further to this, there was the 
growing sentiment that in such a 
situation, one can expect more 
from a political enemy than from 
a political friend. It all ties in 
beautifully, it was said. 

In the Province of Quebec today 
much of this seems to hold true 
What is the Union Nationale but 
a motley group of young National 
lata, dissatisfied Liberals and frus 
trated Conservatives. What has 
been the attitude of the Progrès 
sivc-Conservatives in Compton and 
of the Union Nationale in Pontiac, 
if not similar to the Conservative 
attitude in the Montrcal-Ste. Marie 
by-election when the indomitable 
Bourassa defeated the redoubtable 
Lomer Gouln. And the Drew- 
Duplessis Axis which is slowly 
starting to revolve is fondly remin- 
iscent of the Monk-Bourassa Axis 
of some thirty years ago. 

On this basis, the Richelleu- 
Vercherea by-election and the next 
general election should be a good 
show.

production. Ariadne calls for 13 
singers who must be expert actors 
as well as vocalists. 

Montreal Is to be the only city, 
however, to sec Ariadne outside 
New York. According to Montreal 
Festivals, which gave the Cana- 
dian premieres of Pelleas and Me- 
lisande and Tristan and Isolde, It 
will be their most novel present- 
ation to date. It is also stressed 
that the appeal of Ariadne is as 
much to lovers of the theatre as to 
lovers of music.

Dalhousie Says.

(The following letter appeared In 
the Dalhousie Gazette and presents 
Dalhousie's charge oj mistreatment 
in Montreal.) 

The President, Dalhousie Amateur 

Athletic Club, 
Dear Sir, 

In view of the unfortunate chain 
of events which marked the visit of 
the Dalhousio Tennis team to Mc- 
Gill University It seems highly de- 
sirable that a complete report 
should be presented to the D.A.A.C. 

On arrival at Montreal the team 
was received by Major Forbes, Mc- 
Gill Athletic Director, in his office. 
He first of all explained for our 
benefit the nature of the Canadian 
Intercollegiate Athletic Union, the 
sixty-year-old league of universities 
with whom McGill plays most of its 
intercollegiate sports. It was in 
stressing the self-sufficiency of this 
arrangement that he referred to 
Dalhousie as being outside Canada 
and our visiting tennis team as 
foreigners visiting a foreign coun- 
try. In no uncertain manner he 
assured us that McGill considered 
our present visit and any future 
visits as neither necessary nor de- 
sirable. 

CLUB IS SNOBBISH ' 

He referred to the Montreal In- 
door Tennis Club as being "exclu- 
sive and snobbish," so that playing 
of the matches, there was a great 
concession on their part and, having 
requested this concession, he would 
not ask any more favors of them in 
order to obtain practise facilities 
for us. As only two McGill students 
were members of the club and per- 
mitted to have only one guest once, 
he could offer no solution In this 
direction. Finally he emphatically 
stated that these were the only In- 
door courses In Montreal. This left 
us with one solitary outdoor court 
at McGill— but it rained every day. 

We learned subsequently that 

1. The Montreal Indoor Tennis 
Club is not the only Indoor club 
In Montreal. 

2. There are more than two Mc- 
Gill students who are club mem- 
bers and they arc not limited to 
taking one guest once. One student 
informed us. too late, that he was 
an intermediate member and could 
have taken us to the club on Friday 
morning and until three o'clock 
Friday afternoon. It was in the pres- 
ence of this student and several 
other McGill students that Major 
Forbes reasserted something al- 
ready said: "We didn't want you 
fellows to come here in the first 
place, we don't want you now and 
we are not Interested in having you 
at any future time— nor any other

Forbes Says 

In an official statement released 
to The Daily last night, Major D. 
S.- Forbes, McGill's Athletic Man- 
ager, presented his account of the 
events transpiring up to and during 
the visit of the Dalhousie Univer- 
sity tennis team on the week-end 
preceding November 11. His central 
argument pointed out that the Marl- 
timers were labouring under a mis- 
apprehension when they sent their 
challenge to the McGill team for 
the "Dominion Intercollegiate Ten- 
nis Title", to which, according to 
Major Forbes, McGill had never 
laid claim. 

"FOREIGNERS" 

In addition, he pointed out that 
It was the Dalhousie team them- 
selves who first used the term "for- 
eigners", the employment of which 
has caused such a furore in the 
Maritime University. Following Is 
the complete text of his statement: 

"The C.I.A.U. Tennis Champion- 
ship Is a closed championship ex- 
cept to four colleges — McGill, 
Queen's. Varsity and U. of M. If 
any other college In our own C.I.- 
A.U. (e.g., Western) wanted to play, 
they would be unable to do so with- 
out a change In the constitution. 
Therefore, the winners are not Do- 
minion Champions and we make no 
claim to the non-existent Domin- 
ion Intercollegiate title. 

The C.I.A.U. specifically states 
that no team can enter National 
Playoffs except with permission 
of the Board of Reference. We 
have not been permitted to go into 
National Championships for many 
years before the War and we don't 
conduct them. Therefore, there 
was no vacancy for any other col- 
lege to play In the tournament 
which was not a National Cham- 
pionship anyway. • . 

On November 2, a letter was re- 
ceived from the President of the 
Maritime Intercollegiate Athletic 
Association protesting against the 
McGill claim to the Eastern Cana- 
dian Intercollegiate championships, 
a claim we never made. When 
Dalhousie came here, they asked 
the reason for not being Invited 
and If they wore considered as 
"foreigners". I replied jocularly 
"The shoe is on the other foot 
this time. When I was in the 
Maritimes, they atways spoke of 
"going up to Canada" as If it were 
another country.

CONFUSION 

This state of confusion and lack 
of courtesy continued almost to the 
end. Although the wire accepting 
our challenge stated that games 
were to start at 11 a.m. on the 11th 
of November, and although Bajor 
Forbes told us that the courts were 
ours until 4 p.m. and longer if 
necessary, this did not prove to be 
the case. Jack Spencer, the tennis 
manager, told us on arrival that the 
games would begin at 10 a.m. Even 
then, as Major Forbes suggested, It 
might have been possible for us to 
have practised for an hour or more 
before the maches began. At 8 a.m. 
on -Monday, however, Spencer tele- 
phoned us that the games were to 
start at 9 a.m. and finish at 3 p.m. 

With our last hope for practise 
removed, we counted heavily on 
being able to play our doubles 
matches first so that two men could 
accustom themselves to the courts 
while risking only one match in- 
stead of two. McGill, however, had 
informed their 'players, that .the 
singles games would be played 
first, and only their first and iec- 
ond players were present, the 
others having been instructed to 
come along later. I could not help 
pointing out that the same consid- 
eration would have been appreciat- 
ed by the Dal team. At this point 
Jim Duff, McGlll's number one 
player, sprang Into action and co- 
operated to the extent that all Mc- 
Gill players were soon notified and 
on hand to play the games as we 
had suggested. Unfortunately, Blair 
Dunlop had begun his single with 
Jack Spencer before this arrange- 
ment was completed.

schedule, drawn up for ten years 
in advance schedules no games 
after this date. Even this Is so 
late that we had to give up play- 
ing in Kingston because of no in- 
door courts. By courtesy of the 
Montreal and_ Toronto Tennis Clubs 
who have indoor courts, we have 
had emergency shelter in case of 
rain, a very gracious and not to 
be abused gesture on .part of a 
private club. 

McGill had not proven to be win* 
ners on the second day of the Inter- 
collegiate tournament when a re- 
quest came in from Saskatchewan 
for a tournament with the winner. 
Both U. of M. and McGill reluctâftt- 
ly agreed to play the following, Sat- 
urday as they had already lost con- 
siderable time from their studies 
and playing did not show signs of 
improving. 

Saskatchewan could not arrive 
until Sunday as events transpired 
so that the match was postponed 
until Monday. After the Saskatche- 
wan exhibition was completed, on 
October 30 we received a challenge 
from Dalhousle for the "Dominion 
Intercollegiate Tennis Champion- 
ship". Two hours after receipt of 
the telegram and after a consulta- 
tion with the players we wired that 
we would be unable to accept the 
challenge since our club had closed. 
Two prominent Màrltimers now 
residing in Montreal' asked If we 
could reconsider the decision not 
to play. The players were ' re-ap- 
proached and very reluctantly con- 
sented. We then approached a high 
official of the Indoor Tennis Club 
with apologies for again imposing 
upon' -their generosity and fhey 
granted us playing facilities only 
for November 11th. Practice hours 
were unavailable because the Club 
was-under-staffed. Accordingly on 
November 8, we accepted the chai- 
lenge under C.I.A.U. regulations. 
TELEGRAM 

On November 7th, Dalhousle wir- 
ed "Leaving by plane this after- 
noon. Hoping for practices before 
games begin." In actual fact, our 
own team had no practice time on 
the indoor courts except for one 
player who was a member of the 
club and invited two Dalhousle men 
as his guests. Outdoor courts were 
impossible. . . . 

On November 11th, David Doig, 
President of their Amateur Athletic 
Club wrote after receiving the news 
that the Dalhousie team had lost 
7-0, "I would like to thank you for 
willingness to co-operate in accep- 
ting our challenge in the very In- 
convenient circumstances ...
